“Although there are less than a 
hundred golf courses, probably, in 
Vrance at the present time, it is in- 
teresting to note that the first onw 
bullt in this country was completed 
in 1866. It was built at the summur> 
ing resort of Pau and was construct- 
ed by the Wnglish, although the plan 
firet originated with the French. Not 
many tourneys of great magnitude 
were held there, but the course al- 
ways was popular and seldom idie 
during the seasen.
